After a tour of inspection of the buildings and examination of the conditions 
and needs.of the boys, it was evident that in the short time since the starting of the 
camp everything possible was being done for their comfort. 
were interviewed and expressed themselves as satisfied with their condition. No 
cases of sickness had appeared among them. The food was good and well prepared 
a sample menu being printed below. _The one matter of heat was. the 
only reason for criticism they offered, and being assured this-would be taken up 
by the Public Safety Committee of Andover, they felt they were favored beyond 
muny from other towns. An original poem by one of the Andover boys is found in 
another column of this issue. 

The first thing apparent to a visitor to the Camp is the great change which has 
taken place in the last few months. In less than four months a more or less 
thickly wooded stretch of country has been transformed into a city with a popula- 
tion of nearly 50,000.

Paris, September 4, 1917. 


Well, the hard break has come and 
past; Marlborough is at the Front, and 
I am adjusting myself to life here with- 
out him. It was not easy to have him 
go, as you well know, and this war is 
not a simple thing for any one to face, 
but everything is by comparisons. And 
compared to the suffering about me, 
I have not a thing to even speak of, 
in simply separation, when we are well, 
and all busy. 

I am not worrying about his discom- 
forts for I think he is about to live in a 
marvelous chateau! In a letter I re- 
ceived this morning, he said he saw 
practically everybody we know in the 
Army, and when he goes to Artillery 
Headquarters I hope to hear particulars 
of everybody. 


Mollie has been working with me 
mornings and playing tennis in the 
afternoons. She is looking wonderfully 
well, and if you can believe it, I am not 
quite half a head taller than she is. 


Life is certainly a curious thing these 
days, but I am happy that we can feel 
that our Government has been “on the 
job” since we came into this fray, and 
the best part is they have certainly 
guarded a great deal from the press. 
They have said little but evidently 
things are happening all the time, and 
our first big force is under intensive 
training at the Front here. 

I am still at my old job, and shall 
stick to it as long as they need me, 
and as long as the work goes on in the 
same way. The Red Cross has not taken 
it over yet, and work is going on there in 
full force, yet handicapped by lack of 
girls, for until we know whether the Red 
Cross is to take it over, we cannot 
send for girls from this end.

Although we 
couldn’t reach her by letter, we could 
write her father she had been found 
although nothing has been heard of her 
sister. 

Yesterday the father was liberated 
from service and sent back to ayork in 
the mines, for he was a miner b¥t?ade.

He went 
where the refugees were and found her, 
and brought her here to Clemence. So 
when I came in, the poor old father. 
and daughter were sitting in the kitchen, 
neither able to do much more than weep, 
their joy was so great. 

The girl had absolutely nothing in the 
world but the clothes she had on her 
back so I knew I must find a coat and 
hat for her. My own wardrobe is a 
““war wardrobe” which I assure you is 
pretty nearly bare necessities. [lowever 
I did have two suits, which hardly seems 
extravagant, for one can’t stay in bed 
while one suit is being pressed! But 
when Mollie said, ‘Mother that girl 
needs it more than you do,”’ that was 
enough. 

So with» the last New York suit I 
have, and a small black hat, and a pretty 
white blouse I had given Mollie, but she 
said was too large for her, we made the 
girl very happy. 

One couldn’t grasp what a horror the 
last three years must have been to that 
child. Death cannot be half as hard to 
bear as the mental agony and heartache 
for those whose children have been 
carried away.

How to Make Grape Juice’ 

hen red juice iswesired, the crushed 
rapes should first be heated to a temp- 
erature of not more than 200° degrees 
Fahrenheit, then strained through a 
clean cloth or drip bag, no pressure being 
used, and set away to cool and settle. 
The remaining prodecure is the same for 
the red as for the light-colored juice. 

Many people do not even take the 
trouble to let the juice settle after it 
is strained, simply reheating and sealing 
the vessels and setting them away in an 
upright position in a cool place where 
they will be undisturbed. If bottles are 
used, the corks should be sterilized and 
the necks of the bottles sealed with 
sealing wax. The juice settles and when 
desired for use, the clear liquid is poured 
off the sediment. 

Any person familiar with the process 
of canning fruit can put up grape 
juice, for the principles involved are 
the same. Care should be taken not to 
sterilize the juice at a temperature 
higher than 195 degrees Fahrenheit, or 
the finished product will have a scorched 
taste. 

The bottles or jars should not be go 
large that when they are opened the 
juice will spoil before it can be used. 
Unfermented grape juice, properly made 
and bottled, will keep indefinitely if not 
exposed to the atmosphere or to infee- 
tion from mold germs; when a bottle is 
once opened, however, the contents, like 
canned goods generally should be used as 
soon as possible.

Post-Office Christmas Notice 


Washington, D.C., Oct. 3, 1917 
To the Public:— 

The .time is approaching to give 
thought to bringing Christmas cheer to 
the American soldiers and sailors abroad. 

Arrangements have. been perfected 
whereby the Christmas mail to the 
American Expeditionary Forces in Eur- 
ope is to be delivered Christmas morn- 
ing. Without the fullest co-operation 
on the part of the public it will be im- 
possible to accomplish this result. 

The three essential respects in which 
the public can aid in assuring a happy 
Christmas at the front are: Mail early, 
address intelligently, and pack securely. 
For this reason it is urgently requested 
that all persons having Christmas mail 
for the soldiers and sailors and civilian 
units attached to the army in Europe 
observe closely the following directions: 

1. Mails to reach the soldiers in 
France by Christmas morning must be 
posted not later than November'15. 

2. Every package must bear con- 
spicuously the words ‘‘ Christmas Mail,” 
the complete address of the person for 
whom it is intended, and in the upper 
left-hand corner, the name and ad- 
dress of the sender. 

3. Every parcel must be so packed 
and wrapped as to admit of easy. in- 
spection by the postmaster. No parcel 
will be dispatched to France which has 
not the postmaster’s certificate, that 
it contains no prohibited articles.
